FROM THE INDIAN TERRITORY. 


[Special Correspondence of the Chicago Tribune. ] 
Jan. 15, 1962. 


A short statement of the position of the 
Indian Nations upon the slavery question may 
not be out of place here, since that is the 
canse of our war. The Cherokees are the 
most numerous and wealthy of the four prin- 
cipal tribes located in the Territory lying be- 
tween Kansas and Texas. This tribe numbers 
about 25,000, the Creeks about 20,000, the 
Seminoles abeut 4,000, the Chickasaws about 
8,000, and the Choctaws the same. These all 
have a Written constitution and are governed 
by a Chief, assisted by a Legislature and Coum- 
cil. The Cherokees are, or were, divided into 
three parties, though now there can exist but 
two. These parties consisted of the full 
bloods, who are a respectable minority. These 


own but few slaves—have been opposed to the | 


system, and are all strongly for the Union. 
When the first attempts were made to seduce 
the nation into the Confederate rans, most 
of the full bloods, thinking themselves likely 
to be overpowered, went away under pretence 
of a grant kunt. The other extreme party is 
composed principally of half-breeds, who are 
nearly all secesh,”’ and are large slavehold- 
ers, The largest section—the party of the 
moderates—is that led by the sagacious old 
chief, John Ross, who, though many of them 
are slavebolders, yet have always been consid- 
cred iniméica! to its domination. Ross has al- 
ways distinguished himeelf by opposition to 
the extreme propaganda. He is of Scotch ex- 
traction on bis father’s side, that party having 
peen a trader in that nation. His mother was 
a half breed, and Ross has for years maiotain- 
eda firm hold upen the government of the 
nation. He was educated in the free States, 
ja marricd to a Northern lady, who has always 
avowed hereelf opposed to slavery. The 
chief has several times vetoed the extreme 
legislation on the subject of slavery which the 
half-bred leaders have introduced into the 
Legislative Councils at the bidding of their 
friends—tbe propaganda of Arkansas, Missouri 
and Texas. Every attempt was made in 35 
and 50 to drug them into the Kansas fight, 
but by the sagacity of Ross they were out- 
witted. So since, inate ad of cultivating friend- 
ly relations with us here, everything has been 
done to make and widena breach. The strip 


of land in Kaneas, belonging to the Chero- 
kees, and known as the Neutral Lands has 
been a source of diesendion. Ross, and his 
party and the party of full-bloods wanted to 
gell it, but the opposition of the slaveryites 


pre veited this.

The Refugees at Hatteras Inlet. 

We don’t hear much now of the Provisional 
Goveroment of North Carolina, at Hatteras 
Inlet, since his Excellency the Rev. Gov. Mar- 
ble N. Taylor, and his humbug, the Hon. Ch. 
Hy. Foster, have been exposed and had their 
wings clipped.

Gen. Lane and the President, 
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(Washington correspondence N. V. Tribune.} 

At the leave-taking of Gen. James H. Lane 
at the White House, on Friday afternoon, a 
conversation occurred so remarkable and im- 
portant in its scope, aud so evidently designed 
im fee public eye, that I feel at liberty to re- 
cord it, 

There were present at the time President 
Lincoln, Gen. , Senator Pomeroy, Com- 
missioner Dole, a few members of the House, 
andagroup of officers and clerks from the 
different Departments of the Government. 

On turning to leave, Gen. Lane said, “Well, 
Mr. Lincoln, you know my way; I Shall pur- 
sue the policy with which I began; and some 
body will get kurt.“ 

To which the President replied - ; 

* Yes, General I understand you. And the 
only difference between you and me is, that 
you are willing to surrender fugitives to loyal 
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owners in case they are willing to return; 
while I do not believe the United States Got- 
ernment has any right to-give them up in any 
case. And if it had, be people would not 
permit us to exercise it.” 

General Lane rejoined : 

* That remark, Mr. President, makes me 
Lappier than anything that has transpired since 
the commencement of the war, And if you
